TAXATION BASED ON ECONOMIC

At the last hearing before the Ohio 


Tax Commission, Mrs. Mary E. Lee, 
Jrange Editor Farm and Fireside and 
American Agriculturist, Westerville, 
stated the case as follows: The intol- 
•rable burdens resulting from taxation 
do not arise £rora the power to tax, but 
tte methods employed. \Varshavebeen 
"ought, systems of government over- 
turned to escape "taxation without 
representation." 
This 
has 
come 


through faulty and imperfect ideas re- 
specting economic questions. 
Taxa- 


t'on as an art and a science has not 
been considered save by a few thought 
fill students and they have not been 
able to test the value of their ideas. 
The eniire effort has been, on the 
part, of taxpayers to get lower valua- 
tions and find means of dodging. Is it 
not time that sound economic prin- 
ciples be applied to the matter of 
taxation? 


Each industry complains of the In- 


justices of the present laws on that 
business, and all are agreed that gross 
inequalities and injustices exist. Can 
a system that has bred such condi- 
tions be just? And is there justice 
!n taxing at the same rate that prop- 
erty which ha^ a fixed value, with 
that property whose value is determin- 
ed by different men, at different times 
One is the result of fixed economic 
iaws, world wide in application; tho 
other simply the opinion of a man 
elected to place as low a valuation 
as possible on property.

but from the tenor of your telegram 
and from the representations made 
me by -the two Senators from Nevada 
and the members of the Lower House 
of Congress from Nevada it appears 
that an .insurrection was imminent 
against which -the state authorities 
would be powerless. The troops were 
sent to Goldfield to be ready to meet 
a grave emergency 
which seemed 


likely to arise, an* not to provide a 
substitute for the exercise by the state 
of its police functions. 


"I do not feel at liberty to leave 


them indefinitely under such circum- 
stances that they will, in 
effect be 


performing on the part of the United 
States those ordinary duties-of main- 
taining public order in. the state of 
Nevada which rest upon the state gov- 
ernment. Under these circumstances, 
unless -there be forthwith 
further 


cause shown, to justify keeping the 
troops at Goldfield, I shall direct that 
they shall return to their former sta- 
tions. 


"THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 


The following .telegram was sent to 


Governor Sparks Friday toy the Presi- 
dent: 


"I have received no answer 
from 


you to my telegram of December 17, 
in .which I said that unless there was 
forthwith further cause shown- to jus- 
tify keeping ,the troops at Goldfield 
I should direct their return to their 
former stations. 
I am informed by 


three -representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, who 
are in Goldfield by my order, that you 
have stated to them in writing that 
you will not convene the Legislature 
to consider a call or troops-, nor take 
the necessary steps to form a safe 
military force. 


"Federal aid 'Should not be sought 


for by the state as a method of re- 
lieving itself from the performance of 
this duty, and- the state should not be 
permitted to substitute the Govern- 
ment of the United States far t-he gov- 
ernment of the 
state 
in 
ordinary 


duties of 'maintaining order within 
the state. 
, . 


"For the reasons- given in this and 


my former telegram I have according- 
ly directed the troops to return to 
their former station on JNf.onday, De- 
cember 30th, next. 


"THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 


News of the President's order 
re- 


;arding .the Federal troops caused a 
sensation among the mine owners and 
the residents of the city generally. 
The news was received at noon Fri- 
day, 
and during the afternoon confer- 


ences were -held between Captain Cox. 
representative of Governor Sparks in 
Goldfield, and Colonel Reynolds, com- 
manding the troops here, and be- 
tween the mine owners and members 
of President Roosevelt's commission. 


President McKinnon and other offi- 


cials of the Miners' Union said that 
the possibility of disorder or violence 
of any sort will -be no greater after 
-the 
removal of the troops than now. 


and that they will use every endeav- 
or to maintain -peace and quiet.

New Castle paid Newark $520. 
It will be seen from the above that 


Newark paid each of the,four eastern 
clubs of the circuit more money than 
we received from them. True w<» only 
paid Akron. $4.40 more than they paid 
us but the fact should be taken into 
consideration that Akron opened the 
season here and the first three days, 
May 1, 2, and 3, it snowed and was 
very; disagreeable. Had it not'been 
for that fact we undoubtedly would 
liave paid them several hundred, more. 
We paid 
Youngstown 
$359.96 more 


than they paid us and Youngstown 
was only here for eight days while 
fWe "were iifr Youngstown for eleven. 


This siirely doesn't speak well for that 
city which claims to be the best ball 
town in the O. and P. circuit. We 
paid Sharon $139.16 more than, they 
paid us and also paid New Castle 
$250.15 in-excess of what they paid 
this city.

LANDMARK 


THAT IS HISTORIC IN THE CIT1 


IS BEING TORN DOWN 


BY WORKMEN. 


Hon. Thomas Corwin Made One of 


His Political Speeches in New- 


ark Years Ago. 


An ancient landmark in .this city 


will soon disappear when, the large 
old fashioned frame building on the 
north side of West Main street, on the 
old Dr. Hamill lot, Is Torn down, 
whioh is to be done in the near fu- 
ture 
This is one o the oldest resi- 


dences in Newark, and at one time 
one of the finest It was probablj 
srected about 75 jears ago and 50 
rears ago it was owned and occupied 
by the Beckwitfli family at that time 
a prominent family m Newark. 


The work was commenced Mondav 


of tearing down the big retaining 
wall of solid stone that faces the lot 
n front and is some 60 feet long and 
en feet high 
From the stone steps 


n the center o this wall Hon Thos 
Corwm made one of his great political 
speeches to an 
immense crowd of 


housaiids of people m the campaign 
n i«4j This lot and some of tihe ad- 
acent ground was the site of New- 
ark's first cemetery, or grave yard as 
• i. was called in those days. Many of 
the remains were removed when "the 
old cemetery was abandoned but it is 
probable that the bones of many more 
will be found as the digging progress- 
es to remove the earth of the 
lot 


which now constitutes the high ele- 
vation of ten to twelve feet. 


It is the intention of Mr James K 


Hamill the owner of the property to 
erect a large and fine business block 
on the site as soon as the necessary 
excavations are made 
The block will 


be three stories high and cover 
the 


entire front with room on the ground 
floor for three fine store rooms, and 
the upper floors will contain 
offices 


and apartments 
The new building 


will be thoroughly modern and up to
